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Hostage issue clouds U.S. election 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (Agencies) — The 
U.S. presidential campaign ended today as it 
began, under the cloud of the Iranian hos- 
tage crisis, as Americans voted to decide the 
close contest between President Jimmy Car- 
ter and Republican Ronald Reagan. 


These are the prizes: the electoral votes of each state (270 needed to win). 


Opinion polls showed Mr. 
Reagan, the 69-year-old former 
01m actor and California gov- 
ernor, holding a narrow lead. 

But late developments in the 
hostage crisis, raising the brightest 
prospects for the release of the 52 
Americans since they were seized 
a year ago today, made it unusu- 
ally difficult to predict the out- 
come.

Iraq has said it wants Tehran to 
recognise Iraqi sovereignty over 
the disputed Shatt-Al-Arab 
waterway at the head of the Gulf 
and to return “usurped" border 
territory.

EEC studies 
initiative in 
Middle East 

LUXEMBOURG. Nov. 4 (R) — 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) foreign ministers met 
today to discuss further moves in 
the EEC Middle East peace initia- 
tive launched at a meeting of 
community leaders in Venice last 
June. 

' Diplomatic sources said they 
would discuss a detailed report on 
the situation in the Middle East 
based on the findings of the com- 
munity's envoy to the area, Lux- 
embourg Foreign Minister Gaston 
Thom. 

Mr. Thorn, current president of 
the EEC Council of Ministers, vis- 
ited nin e countries in the region 
following the EEC leaders’ Ven- 
ice declaration, which stated for 
the first time that the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLD) 
should be involved in any Middle 
East peace negotiations. 

No concrete EEC move 
emerged from the mission, which 
Mr. Thom said bad been essential 
to communicate the EEC’s views 
to the leaders in the area. EEC 
sources said in September the 
organisation would wait until after 
today's U.S. elections before tak- 
ing any action. 


Iraqis may free Briton 

LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP) — The family of a British businessman 
jailed for life last year in Iraq said they were “thrilled to bits” today at 
reports that he would be released. 

Former British foreign secretary Lord George-Brown said on his 
return from a visit to Iraq that he had received a promise that Mr. 
Ned Sparkes would be freed, British newspapers reported. 

He caiH he received assurances from Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein during a two-hour interview last Wednesday that Mr. Sparkes. a 
contract manager with tbe British construction firm Wimpey. could

Mr Sparkes was arrested shortly after arriving in Iraq in Sep- 
tember 1978. He was jailed for life in May 1979 on a charge of 
grcnpnwc espionage and bribery after a secret trial during which he 

denied toe charges. . 

“We’re all thrilled to bits," said Mr. Sparkes’ son-in-law, Mr. 
Donald Livingston, a pub manager. 

A Foreign Office spokesman said: We understand that Mr. 
Sparkes will be allowed to leave the country later today.

Mr. Reagan, in a paid message 
that was shown on ail three tele- 
vision networks last night, por- 
trayed an idealised America and 
said “frustrated, even angry” vot- 
ers should pick him to lead them 
on a new crusade. 

Mr. Carter, in his paid appear- 
ance last night, asked voters for 
four more years. He has changed 
and grown in his first term in the 
White House. Mr. Carter said, and 
“because I’ve learned, I am going 
to be an even better president in 
my second term.” 

Mr. Reagan said. “Let it be 
clear that we do not shirk histoiy's 
call — that America is not turned 
inward, but outward -- toward 
others." 

Mr. Reagan also invoked the 
memory of the late film star John 


Iraqi troops, backed by tanks, 
stonned into Iran’s oil-producing 
province of Khuzestan at the start 
of the six-week-old war, but 
Baghdad has denied that it wants 
to occupy the territory per- 
manently. 

In the Gulf war today, Iraq 
claimed a whole Iranian brigade 
was “massacred" while trying to 
break out from an Iraqi siege of 
the major Iranian oil refining city 
of Abadan. 

Iran said the bodies of 300 dead 
Iraqi soldiers were lying unburied 
near the southwestern Iranian 
anu> garrison town ct Deilui. 
Iraqi shellfire was preventing 
Iran's Red Crescent teams from 
burying the decomposing victims 
and averting an epidemic, the Ira- 
nians said. 

A late communique from the 
Iraqis reported 56 Iranians were 
killed in fighting last night and this 
morning, it said 16 Iraqis died in 
the same time span. 

Tehran Radio said Iranian 
defenders of Abadan foiled an 
Iraqi anernpt to take control of Lhe 
northern bank of the Bahmanshir 
River, which flows past toe city on 
the northeastern side. 

It also said Iranian forces had 
now mopped up two localities of 
the city penetrated earlier by the 
Iraqis, fishing some 20 Iraqi 
bodies out of the Bahmanshir. 

The radio said figbting was con- 
tinuing on the road from Abadan 
east to Bandar Mahshahr. and the 
Iraqis were attempting to positioa 
tanks and dig trenches in toe Fay- 
yaz district, near Abadan. 

Iran's Supreme Defence Coun- 
cil, which oversees Iran’s moves in 
the war, met last night at an 
unnamed place in Khuzestan 
under President Abo! Hassan 
Bani-Sadr. 

Pars said the battiefront situ- 
ation was discussed by attendants 
who included Prime Minister 
Mohammad Ali Raja’i as well as 
the commanders of Iran’s armed 
forces and two religious leaders. 

Mr. Raja’i drove to the meeting 
from Tehran, where he dispatched 
an appeal to the International Red 
Cross in Geneva to try to secure 
the release ot Oil Minister 
Mohammad Jawad Tunguyan 
from Iraq, according to Tehran 
Radio. _ 

Iraq said Mr. Tunguva/i, 30. and 
his five-man entourage were cap- 
tured on the battiefront near 
Abadan on Friday.

In addition to the presidency, 
all 435 seats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, 34 of the 100 Senate 
seats and many other state and 
local contests were being decided. 

Republicans had little chance of 
taking control of Congress, both 
houses of which have been in the 
hands of Democrats for 25 years. 
But they were expected to gain 
enough seats to put them within 
striking distance of majorities. 

Major polls, which showed Mr. 
Reagan leading narrowly in the 
popular vote after his televised 
debate last week with Mr. Carter, 
gave him a bigger edge in the deci- 
sive state-by-state electoral vote 
total. 

Each state casts as many elec- 
toral votes as it has members of 
congress, with an absolute major- 
ity of 270 needed to win. 

One survey, by NBC News, 
gave Mr. Reagan 280 electoral 
votes, 10 more than necessary, 
with only 22 dearly for Mr. Car- 
ter, but 162 too close to call on 
election eve. 

The surveys were made before 
tbe upsurge of optimism in toe 
year-old hostage drama after the 
Iranian parliament on Sunday 
made its long-delayed decision 
setting conditions for the release 
of the hostages. 

Some of Iran’s demands 
appeared to raise fresh obstacles 
and it was not dear whether Mr. 
Carter’s handling of the hostage 
issue, which boosted his political 
stock intoe early phases of toe 
campaign, would help him in the 
end. 

An emotional return of the hos- 
tages just before the election 
could have turned voter pre- 
ferences solidly in his favour. 

Frustration in the Carter camp 
was matched, if not exceeded, 
among Mr. Reagan's supporters, 
who saw their candidate’s efforts 
to turn the spotlight onto 
economic issues overshadowed by 
developments in the hostages' 
situation. 

Hie president also succeeded in 
making foreign policy and 


national security a focal point of 
the campaign, despite toe trad- 
itional belief that Americans vote 
according to their purse-strings, 
especially in times of recession. 

Hammering away at what came 
to be called the “war and peace"

the minds of many Americans 
about whether Mr. Reagan could 
be trusted to keep the United 
States at peace. 

Tbe president had reminded 
voters that Mr. Reagan had reg- 
ularly advocated using U.S. forces 
in trouble spots abroad and tbat 
he bad pledged, if elected, to scrap 
the SALT 11 nuclear arms limi- 
tation treaty. 

• Mr. Reagan responded by 
affirming his dedication to peace, 
insisting he would give priority to 
negotiating with the Soviet Union 
for a replacement for the treaty he 
said was “fatally flawed.” 

He also tried to use the national 
security issue to his advantage, 
accusing Mr. Carter of permitting 
the U.S. military to become 
dangerously weak. 

These exchanges often found 
Mr. Reagan on the defensive, 
depriving him of toe challenger’s 
traditional advantage in attacking 
the incumbent’s record in office. 

In the final days, however, when 
the release of the hostages again 
failed to materialise, the wide- 
spread unhappiness with the pres- 
ident’s leadership reflected in 
opinion polls appeared to be mov- 
ing undecided voters into the 
Reagan camp. 

The cumber of people said to be 
still undecided at the last minute 
remained unusually large, adding 
an extra element of uncertainty. 

Political experts have forecast 
that toe turn-out will be low, 
perhaps less than 50 per cent of 
the 160 million eligible voters, the 
smallest percentage in more than 
50 years.

Carter: 


PLAINS . Georgia, Nov. 4 (AP ) — 
President Jimmy Carter voted 
today in toe old brick high school 
in his home town and told repor- 
ters. “I think it’s very close.” 

Mr. Carter spent a minute and a 
half poring over the ballot in a vot- 
ing booth in the school lobby, after 
flying all night from his final cam- 
paign stop, a rally in Seattle. 
Washington. 

There and elsewhere yesterday, 
he pleaded with supporters of Mr. 
John Anderson to abandon the 
independent candidate and vote 
Democratic — for Mr. Jimmy Car- 
ter. 

The president was accompanied 
to the polls by his wife Rosalynn, 
her mother, Allie Smith, and toe 
Carters' eldest son. Jack. 

He then attended a rally at the 
Plains railroad depot that served 
as his original, symbolic campaign 
headquarters four years ago. 

Reagan 
worker’s 
a rock’n’roll 
hostage 

OXFORD, Mississippi, Nov. 4 
(AP) — Kidnapping charges 
have been filed against a man 
wbo took a woman hostage at 
gunpoint at Ronald Reagan 
campaign headquarters here 
and demanded that a television 
station play music by the rock 
group Pink Floyd, police say. 

Meanwhile, in California, 13 
supporters of Puerto Rican 
independence were arrested 
yesterday in protests at Reagan 
headquarters in San Francisco 
and at toe campaign offices of 
President Jimmy Carter in Los 
Angeles. 

In Oxford, Mr. John F. JKd- 
lum was charged with kid- 
napping, aggravated assault 
and possession of more than one 
ounce of marijuana after releas- 
ing Mrs. Virginia Langen, a 
Reagan volunteer whom he 
allegedly held for three hours, 
police said. Officials said Mr. 
Kelliim gave up two pistols. 


With an emotional catch in his 
voice, Mr. Carter told members of 
the Peanut Brigade, the core of his 
original supporters: 

“Throughout this campaign, 
many of you have gone to other 
areas and other states to campaign 
for me. I’ll honour the com- 
mitment you made to those peo- 
ple. and I’ll honour my com- 
mitment. . . to you . God bless you ." 

En route back to Washington to 
await the election rerums, the 
president went to nearby 
Americas to visit his mother, Lil- 
lian, who is hospitalised 'with a 
broken hip.

LOS ANGELES. Nov. 4 (R) — 
Republican challenger Ronald 
Reagan voted in a Los Angeles 
suburb today and said he was 
cautiously optimistic that he 
would defeat Jimmy Carter in the 
presidential election. 

Mr. Reagan ended an exhaust- 
ing year-long campaign by driving 
under a brilliant morning sun to a 
polling booth in a well-to-do 
neighbourhood to vote with his 
wife, Nancy. 

Asked if he was going to win, 
Mr. Reagan said: “I’m too super- 
stitious to answer a question like 
that." 

Looking relaxed and cheerful, 
he added after some coaxing by his 
wife: “I’m cautiously optimistic.”

The long road which has taken 
the former California governor 
and film star to within striking dis- 
tance of becoming president next 
January began lasr November 
when he declared himself a 
Republican candidate.

ROCKFORD, Illinois. Nov. 4 
( AP) — With little chance of car- 
rying a single state in today’s elec- 
tion. Mr. John B. Anderson is 
concluding his six-month quest for 
the presidency in a mood of sur- 
prising self-confidence and good 
humour. 

Early today, Mr. Anderson 
walked three blocks from his 
home here with his wife Keke, 
daughter Diane and son John to 
an elementary school where he 
voted, using paper ballots behind 
a red, white and blue striped cur- 
tain. 

Afterward, he was asked about 
President Jimmy Carter’s decla- 
ration that if Republican Ronald 
Reagan wins toe election, Mr. 
Anderson’s presence on toe ballot 
would be responsible. 

“People are going to judge a 
president on his record." Mr, 
Anderson said. “If he (Mr. Car- 
ter) should lose, it will be because 
of that record, not because of me." 

Amid hints that he may make 
another try as a third-party can- 
didate in 1984. the Illinois con- 
gressman tola a tumultuous stu- 
dent audience at the University of 
Illinois last night: 

“Whatever the outcome, ray 
goal has been to wake up 
America." 

He said he had tried “ to bring a 
new sense of hope for the future of 
our country and, yes. for the 
future of the world."

-ARAB commentators mournfully concluded long ago that 
it made little difference whether President Carter or Mr. 
Ronald Reagan was elected yesterday to be President of 
the United States beginning on Jan. 20, 1981. 

The vital problems facing the Middle East region seem 
sufficiently nagging as to elude the capacity of an American 
President to resolve them. This is so no matter what action, 
or inaction, an individual president may choose to apply in 
the case of the Middle East. 

It has often been observed that -American concerns in 
the Middle East come down to a very few basic points: l.j 
“ protecting' - the supply of oil from the Gulf; 2. ) precluding 
the prospect of direct Soviet involvement in the region and 
3.> affirming a psychological and “moral'* commitment to 
Israel’s “existence and. security." There are other, more 
peripheral American desiderata as well: to maintain cor- 
dial and “balanced" relations with alt the states in the 
region, to discourage incipient “radicalism” among the 
peoples of the region, to protect American investmentsand 
commercial interests in the area, etc. 

It has just as often been observed that not all of these 
concerns are mutually complementary, and that American 
policy , as distinct from American intentions, has not always 
had the effect of promoting them. 

We see these contradictions in microcosm in the case of 
Iran. American support for and involvement in that coun- 
try has always been predicated on its geographical and 
“strategic” position in the regional context, vis-a-vis its 
contiguity to the Soviet Union on the one side and the Gulf 
on the other. The Islamic revolution obviously rocked this 
foundation, introducing a new element of unpredictability. 
But. the basis remains, and it is becoming clear that, if 
possible, the U.S. administration would like to continue to 
build on it no matter who is in power in Tehran. It is a short 
step from there to a potential “guns-for-hostages” deal 
between the zealots in Tehran and their favourite bete 
noire , the “great Satan.*’ 

But the central contradiction remains the question of 
Palestine and the Palestinians, and U.S. approaches to date 
have not only failed to take this into account, but arguably 
made it all the more difficult to resolve. President Carter 
may be the first president to “address himself to the ques- 
tion of Palestinian national rights*' as the likes of Mr. 
Joseph Sisco are forever pointing out. But he did so only 
within the context of brute Israeli power and of Mr. Begin s 
fanatical and extremist definition of Israeli nationhood. 

There is a knock-on effect between the consequences of 
the American approach to Middle East peace and security 
and a whole series of unsettling developments which 
threaten to rock our region. Does America's unquestioning 
and maximalist posture in support of Israel for example, in 
any way enhance the security of the oil-producing Gulf? 
Does the marked imbalance in the regional power structure 
induced by the Camp David accords promise to deliver this 
region from a Soviet, as well as an American, version of 
latter-day imperialism? Are American investments and 
business prospects made any more secure by virtue of a 
sustained anti-Arab bias in every' policy move, or by a 
demonstrated American inability to come to grips with the 
problem of energy conservation? Are not more "radicals" 
created by the prospect of a future occupation with aut- 
onomy than by the prospect of today’s occupation without 
it? 

These are perhaps academic questions addressed with 
tedious frequency in the salons of Georgetown. But they 
arc matters which should find pride of place on the agenda 
of the next president, when he takes office next January.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. Nov. 4 (Agencies! — Israeli military 
authority have put three more Palestinian leaders under town arrest- 
raising the number of Arabs restricted to their towns in the occupied 
West Bank to 33. officials said today. 

The travel restrictions on leaders ol the West Bank " radical 
camp" were part ol a get -tough policy imposed by the military 
government following the killing of six Israeli settlers in Hebron 
seven months ago. 

The three are: Mr. Add Ghant-m, a member of the Nablus 
municipal council and an activist in local trade union organisations: 
Dr. Azmi Shu'aibi. member ot the municipal council ol Al Bireh, and 
Mr. fvhaied Al Awwad. former mayor of Qabatya. near Jenin. 

Incidents ol rock-throwing at Israeli civilian and military cars 
were reported today and yesterday at the Jalazoun refugee camp 
near Rarnallah. but authorities said there were no injuries or arrests. 

Army sources suggested the incidents, the lirsi in months, were 
related to the High Court appeal ol two West Bank mayor* against 
expulsion orders from the West Bank. The court, alter concluding 
hearing yesterday, was to deliver a verdict later this week. 

Among those under indefinite travel restrictions were 23 West 
Bank mayors and the editors of three Arabic newspapers published 
in occupied Jerusalem. They must receive special permits from the 
military government to Jeave their towns. 


Momani visits the north 


ZAKQA. Nov. 4 (Petru/JNA) — 
Minister of Municipal and Rural 
Affairs and the Environment Has- 
san Al Momani said today that his 
ministry is organising training 
courses for staffers ol municipal 
councils around the country 10 
develop iheir skills in managing 
tlte administrative and financial 
affairs ot their municipalities. 

Speaking during a tour ol vil- 
lages and towns in the Zarqa and 
Matraq districts, the minister said 
that for this reason a new depart- 
ment will be crealed at the minis- 
try to be known as the Depart- 
ment of Training and Continuing 
Education. 

The government will shortly 
announce a local government law 
which invests more power in mun- 
icipal and village councils, enabl- 
ing them to contribute more eltcc- 
tively to development projects. 
Mr. Momani said. 

He said the Ministry ol Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs will give 
due care and attention to prog- 
rammes and projects undertaken 
by joint councils providing ser- 
vices to groups of neighbouring 
villages. Joint services are less 
expensive and ol belter quality 
than those provided by small indi- 
vidual councils, the minister 
added. 

During his tour, which started in 
Zarqa Disrrict. the minister said 
that the Water Supply Cor- 
poration is carrying out a JD 

450.000 project ti> supply water to 
10 villages in the district. It entails 
the laying ol pipelines and the 
construction ot lour large water 
towers. 

While in Matraq, the minister 
held two meetings with officials 
and members of the municipal 
council. He spoke about another 
water project to supply drinking 
water to the northern fWw region 
which, he said, will be completed 
by the end ot 1981. This JD 

250.000 project, he added, will 


benefit 14 villages. 

Another project in Mafntq Dis- 
trict will be die construction ol 50 
new housing units lor people liv - 
mg on limited incomes. The minis- 
try has already requisitioned a plot 
of land for the project. Mr. 
Momani said. 

During his meeting at Matraq. 
the minister presented the library 
ol MaJ'raq Municipality with a 
prize it won in a competition 
organised bv tile Jordanian Lib- 
rary Association.

The book also portrays various 
occasions, both happy and sad, 
and illustrates the significance of 
music, art, and food in daily life.

WHAT do famed language 
theorist Noam Chomsky, 
former U.S. senator James 
Abourezk and such leading 
political and intellectual fig- 
ures as the Rev. Ralph 
Abernathy, Mr. I.F. 
Stone, Daniel Berrigan 
and the Rev. William 
Sloane Coffin have in 
common? 

The answer is that they are 
ail part of a continuing cam- 
paign in the United States to 
defeat the Israeli attempt to 
extradite Mr. Ziad Abu 
( Ein, the 20-year-old Pales- 
tinian who is being held in a 
Chicago jail without bail, 
after being arrested more 
than a year ago on the 
strength of a “confession” 
extracted from another 
Palestinian which alleged 
that he had planted a bomb 
in Tiberias. 

The confession has since 
been retracted; but the 
American courts have 
refused to admit as evidence 
subsequent affidavits from 
the same witness-a prisoner 
in an Israeli jail-or to admit 
14 affidavits from RamaJIah 
residents testifying that they 
had seen Mr. Abu ‘Ein in that 
town at the time of the 
alleged bombing. 

But apart from the weak- 
ness of the evidence against 
Mr. Abu ‘Ein— which former 
U.S. attorney General Ram- 
say dark calls “feeble, 
untrustworthy and 
unreliable"— another major 
aspect of the case is that in it, 
the Israelis and, seemingly, 
the U.S. government, are try- 
ing to circumvent the “polit- 
ical exception " clause of the 
extradition treaty, which 
says that no-one can be 
extradited for an alleged 
crime of a political nature. 

The supposed crime of 
which Mr. Abu ‘Ein is 
accused-planting a bomb in 
a Tiberias dustbin for a 
Palestinian commando 
organisation-could hardly 
have had any motive besides 
a political one. But the U.S. 
court ruled that it was a 
"common crime", after hear- 
ing testimony from a State 
Department officer to that 
effect; and thus that Mr. Abu 
Ein was extraditable. 

Mr. Abu ‘Ein remains 
locked up in an American jail 
with no chance of release 
visible, all his channels of 
legal recourse having been 
blocked. But there are those 


on the outside who continue 
to work for his freedom. In 
the words of the Rev. Ben 
Chavis, a well-known 
human rights campaigner: 
“International political rep- 
ression put Ziad Abu ’Ein 
behind bars. The work of all 
of us concerned with human 
rights will free him." 


SORELY missed from the

ROME. Nov. 4 (R) — Italy had a record trade 
deficit of 2.425 billion lire (52.67 billion) ih Sep- 
tember. the official Statistics Institute said today.

months of this year to 13,612 billion lire ($15

billion) were scarcely higher than last .yea! 

The Statistics Institute said the abnormal 
imports were due to restocking,- especially’ 
products, after file August holiday. Expjj 
said, were affected by a 27 per ornt deeg 
motor vehicle sales, partly due to the recent 
trial troubles at the giant Fiat works. „ 


Allowing for official repayments and new government bor- 
rowing, there was art underlying inflow of $291 million compared 
with $233 million in September, the treasury said. 

The latest increase reflected the continuing strong demand for 
the pound sterling which is trading at a seven-year high against the 
dollar. 


Bulgarians to aid in Syrian mining 


DAMASCUS, Nov. 4 ( R) — Bulgarian oil experts a re expected in^ 
Syria shortly for oil exploration and mining operations with Syrian' 
specialists, Syria's Oil and Mineral Wealth Minister Abdul Jabbar 
AJ Dahhak said yesterday. 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Nov. 4 (AP) — Three new oil wells began 
commercial production today and raised Brazil’s oil production to 
184.600 barrels a day, the state oil monopoly Petrobras 
announced. 

The three new wells will produce a total of 8.600 barrels daily. 
Petrobras said. Two of the wells are located offshore in Rio's 
Campos basin. The other is onshore in the southeastern state of 
Espirito Santo. 

Brazil's domestic production is expected to top 225,000 barrels 
a day when production in the Garoupa field is restored. The 
offshore field was producing 39,000 barrels a day when an acci- 
dent in September closed the wells. Production should be back to 
normal by January, Petrobras says. 

- Domestic production supplies only about 20 per cent of the 
roughly one million barrels of oil Brazil consumes daily. The rest 
is imported, and the oi* b»U this year is expected to top S 1 0 billion.

Egyptian beats Hunt in squash tournament' 

LONDON. Nov. 4 (R) — World champion Geoff Hum of 
Australia unexpectedly crashed out of the World Masters Squash 
tournament in the opening round here last night. Hunt. 33, who 
completed the third successful defence of his worid title last 
month, lost 5-9, 10-8. 9-3. 10-8 to young Egyptian professional 
Gama! Awad. 

Hunt took the opening game in 14 minutes and moved 5-1 
ahead in the second before Awad, twice winner of the British 
Amateur Crown stormed back and squared the match. 

Awad. 25, roared through the third in nine minutes, then ended 
Hunf s attempt at staging a typical recovery with a series of superb 
cross court winners in the fourth game. 

Hunt, unbeaten for nine months but jaded after several appear- 
ances in Europe over the last two weeks, could have forced a 
deciding game after leading 8-7 but Awad scamped through to his 
upset triumph. 


Boxing champ dies of knockout injuries 

LOS ANGELES. Nov. 4 (Agencies ) — Johnny Owen, British 
and European bantamweight boxing champion, who had been 
unconscious since he was knocked out in a world title fight on. 
SepL 19, died in hospital here last night. 

Owen, 24, was knocked out by World Boxing Council ban- 
tamweight champion Lupe Pintor of Mexico in the 12th round of 
the scheduled 15-round title bout here after scoring well in the 
early rounds. 

He was rushed to California Hospital where be underwent two 
operations to remove blood clots and repair brain damage. He 
never came out of his coma. His parents, Dick and Edith Owen of 
Merthyr Tydfil, Wales, were called to the hospital last night 
shortly after their son died. They left in tears. 

A hospital spokeswoman said Owen's condition deteriorated 
rapidly during his final 12 hours. Doctors said his death was 
caused by a respiratory condition due to his 45-day coma. The 
respiratory condition had brought on pneumonia. 

Owen, known as “the matchstick man*' because of his frail 
frame, was on life support systems when he died. His body was 
taken last night to the Los Angeles County Coroner's Office, 
presumably for an autopsy. 

During the fight on Sept. 19, Owen was felled in the ninth 
round, the first time he had been on the canvas in 29 professional 
fights, and went down twice more in the 12th round. 


Owen is the first fighter to die as the result of injuries suffered in 
a worid title fight since American Davey Moore in 1963. 

Meanwhile, Aaron Pryor signed a contract yesterday to defend 
his World Boxing Association junior welterweight championship 
against Canadian Gaetan Hart on Nov. 22 at Riverfront Col- 
iseum. 

Pryor who won the title from Antonio Cervantes of Columbia 
last August, will take home the biggest purse of his career, an 
estimated $100,000. Hart, the Canadian lightweight champ, has a 
45-18-3 record with 22 knockouts. He has won his last eight 
fights, and is rated No. 9 in his weight class. 

Hart and Pryor have different styles. Hart is known as a hard 
puncher who does little dancing in the ring. He knocked out 
Cleveland Denny on June 20, and Denny later died. Pryor, on the 
other hand, is not known as a hard puncher, striking with pun- 
ishing combinations, Pryor has a 26-0 with 24 knockouts. He 
never has gone more than 10 round as a professional. 

Indian breaks into snooker championship 

LAUNCESTON, Tasmania, Nov. 4 (AP) — Indian champion 
Arvind Savur today won his way Into the semifinals of the 1980 
World Amateur Snooker championships. Savur defeated Alwyn 
Lloyd of Wales five frames to three after a concentrated display of. 
safety play and dever snookering by both players. 

Lloyd appeared to be affected by nerves more than Savur, who 
made half century breaks of 54 and 51 during the match. He went 
to an early lead winning the first three frames but Lloyd came 
back with a steadier game in the fourth to keep his chances alive. 

He then won the next two frames to level at three-all but Savur, 
with a 51 break, took the seventh by a big margin. 

In the final frame Lloyd took an early lead but Savur came back 
strongly to lead by a point, with only the black remaining, which 
he then ported to win the match. 

Savur is representing India for the fourth time in a world 
championship and has been the outstanding player for his country 
since 1963. 


A! pen, Brooking to lift West Ham’s chances 

LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP) — Paul AJpen and Trevor Brooking are 
both expected to return after injury tomorrow and boost West 
Ham's chances of progressing to the quarterfinals of the Euro- 
pean Cup Winners’ Cup soccer competition.

ZJf-H 
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Junta member escapes assassination 
amid more violence in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, Nov, 4 (AP) — Junta member Col. Araulfo Adolfo Majano 
escaped uninjured yesterday from a bomb blast that wounded about 20 people 
outside the government’s Agrarian Reform Office, authorities said. 


He lives oear the office and 
apparently was on the way to work 
when the bomb went off shortly 
after 9 a.m. Col. Majano is one of 
two colonels on the five -man junta 
that has ruled £1 Salvador since a 
military coup on Oct 15, 1979. 
Witnesses said there was gunfire 
at the group CoL Majano was in 
immediately after the explosion. 

A military spokesman. Col. 
AJoa Cotto, said the bomb was in a 
car parked in front of the Agrarian 
Reform Office and that it caused 
heavy damage to the building and 
to nearby vehicles. 

Col. Majano was a prime mover 
behind the agrarian reform prog- 
ramme, whose objective is to 
redistribute large landholdings to 
the country's rural poor and to 
abolish the sharecropping system. 

Sources said the wounded 
included some of Col. Majano’ s 
bodyguards. 

Elsewhere in the country, radio 
reports said armed guerrillas 


raided a food warehouse and three 
liquor stores in villages near the 
capital. The military would not 
confirm the report but said rein- 
forcements were being sent to 
both villages.

The sentence was handed out 
yesterday by an army appellate 
court.

Mr. Kim's death sentence now 
must be appealed to the supreme 
court within seven days. 

The four released today were 
Shim Jae-chui, former Seoul 
National University student body 
president, sentenced to five years 
in prison; Prof. Shu Nam-dong 
given 2Vi years imprisonment. 
Pro! Hahn Wan-sang, sentenced 
to three years, and novelist Lee 
Ho-chuL sentenced to 3 Vi years. 

There were no explanations on 
why these four defendants bad 
their penalties exempted. 

Mr. Kim and his followers were 
convicted of attempting to over- 
throw the government by violent 
means and violating martial law 
decrees. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 4 (Agencies j — 
Afghan leader Babrak Karmal left 
Moscow for home today after a 
20-day stay in the Soviet Union in 
which he won pledges of con- 
tinued support for his Marxist 
government from the Kremlin. 

The official part of Mr. Kar- 
mafs visit lasted nine days up to 
Oct. 24 in which he was given an 
unusually warm welcome by 
Kremlin leaders, reserved only for 
very special visitors. He also vis- 
ited Leningrad and the Georgian 
capital of Tb ilisi 

Since then he has spent the time 
resting and has undergone med- 
ical tests, apparently at a clinic 
outside Moscow. 

A TASS news agency report 
said today that Mr. Karmal. who 
came to power in a coup last 
December marked by the entry of 
thousands of Soviet troops into 
Afghanistan, rested and under- 
went “a course of treatment" 

However, an Afghan official 
today denied that Mr. Karmal had 
received medical attention for any 
physical ailments, saying that he 
had simply undergone a medical 
check-up. 

“There is nothing wrong with 
Mr. Karmal. The check-up 
showed he was in good health,” 
the official said. 

His departure today scotched 
speculation that he might appear 
as a special visitor at next Friday’s 
Red Square celebrations marking 
the 63rd anniversary of Russia’s 
Bolshevik Revolution. 

During his stay, he signed with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
a joint statement indicating that 
the Kremlin intended to continue 
to do all in its power to ensure the 
survival of Marxist rule in 
Afghanistan. 

Pledging continued Soviet assis- 
tance to Afghanistan, the state- 
ment said Mr. KaiinaTs gov- 
ernment could “further count on 
solidarity and the internationalist 
aid of the Soviet people."

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Nov. 4 (R) — Four civil guards and one 
civilian were killed and five civilians wounded when two young men 
opened fire with submachine-guns in a bar in.Zarauz near San 
Sebastian, police sources said today. 

The gunmen stepped into the Aizea bar shortly before midnight 
and fired a long burst at the plainclothes guards with their weapons, 
the sources said. 

Witnesses said the men shouted “Gora ETA militai" (long live 
ETA military) before fleeing in a car. 

- The military wing of ETA, the Basque separatist organisation, has 
claimed responsibility for most of this year’s 100 political killings in 
the Basque country. Many of the victims have been civil guards and 
policemen. 

About 30,000 demonstrators, including ministers in the Basque 
autonomous government and members of the Madrid parliament, 
marched silently through San Sebastian last Sunday to protest against. 
ETA killings. 

Police said the four pa ramilitar y civil guards belonged to traffic 
police. The civilian killed was a hair dresser. 

A fifth guard was among the wounded. The other injured were 
identified as a waiter and four customers, including a 19-year-old' 
—woman, and a sympathiser of the Basque Nationally Party (PNV), 
which heads the Basque home rule government. More than 60 spent 
cartridges were found in the bar. 

The attack, a day after demonstrators protesting against ETA 
killings dashed with separatist supporters in San Sebastian, was the 
worst since guerrillas belonging to ETA's military wing killed four 
dvil guards in September.

Tekere trial to proceed

SALISBURY, Nov. 4 (R) — Zimbabwe Minister Edgar Tekere 
today lost a hot: bid to have his prosecution for murder stopped when 
three appeal court judges refused to consider an argument that he 
was covered by a white-drafted “anti-terrorism" act. 

His trial later began in the high court where the manpower plan- 
ning minister and seven bodyguards are charged with the attempted 
' murder of five black soldiers from the old Rhodesian army and of the

British defence lawyer Louis Blom-Cooper said he would seek to 
establish during the trial that the court had no jurisdiction because of 
the act brought in during the lan Smith regime. 

The 1975 Indemnity and Compensation Act bestowed immunity 
on government leaders and their servants acting to suppress “ter- 
rorism". 

High court judge John Pitman ruled yesterday the act could be 
. used only as pan of Mr. Tekere's overall defence and refused a 
defence plea to have the jurisdiction issue settled before Mr. Tekere 
entered a plea. 

The appeal judges said their court did not have jurisdiction on the 
issue and dismissed an application to have judge Pitman's ruling 
overturned. 

The defence says that Mr. Tekere believed there had been an 
attempt on his life and acted in good faith "for the suppression of - 
terrorism".
